on this subject. As finally disposed of 
the state grange placed itself on rec- 
ord as favoring a better sii|)en ision of 
schools and an educational <|iialilicatioii 
for school commissioners, lint did no! 
indorse the I'asro bill, which abolishes 
tho office of school commissioner and 
ereales a new olicer to lie known as 
school superintendent at n;i inorsas'vl 
salary. The action of the {"range on 
thN question was conservative and, wo 
believe, reflects tlie scntlmejit of tho 
best class of farmers everywhere.

Important event the pioneers made much important LUtory. Toe 
story of Ohio before statehood is a record or heroic pioneering, In 
wulcn a hardy and determined race of wlilte men battled against the 


Hderness and its savage tribes, tbe struggle resulting at length in tne com- 
ete mastery of the situation, though at fearful cost. Ohio first appears in 
story when Robert La Salle. on a Journey of adventure in 1669, discovers 
e Ohio river and ascends its waters to a point where the city of Louisville 
>\v stands. Thirteen years later La Sulla's discoveries resulted in the acqui- 
lion by France of title to the great Mississippi valley. The area of-Ohio re- 
aiued French territory until 1703, when by the treaty of Paris It wa» turned 
rer to Great Britain. 


In what is now Shelby county, on the great Miami river, the first settle- 


out of English speaking people was established In the present boundaries of 
e state. This was in 1740 The settlement was called Pickawlllauy. Three 
•ars later the French and their Indian allies massacred these settlers and 
terly destroyed the settlement. Some men of means from England and Vir- 
ula In 1748 organized the Ohio Land company, with the object of colonlaing 
e newly discovered Ohio valley. This movement was violently opposed by 
e French, but was supported by the British authorities. The Ohio company 
tnnlaiued in 1753 to Governor Diuwiddie of Virginia of the French interfer- 
ice, and the governor sent George Washington, then only twenty-three years 
il, into the region to endeavor to cud the friction through peaceable means, 
e was not successful. Finally the treaty of Pans gave England title to the 
untry, and for ten years there was peace. 


When the war for Independence began the Americans fortified various 


lints in the future state, the first of which was Fort Laurens, which was oc- 
ipled until 1799. In the five years following 1780 Ohio was the theater of 
TCP warfare against the Indians.

Mow On* Organization of Young Pto- 


pi* Is Conducted Mrith Suecos.

As the organizing of Juvenile granges 


is becoming more and more popular, a 
few hints on different ways of making 
their meeting* successful and profita- 
ble may bo of interest As so much 
depends upon the matron, One should 
be chosen with reference to her fitness 
for the place. She should be able to 
govern In a kind, inconspicuous way, 
but never in such ,a manner as will 
Antagonize the children, for no good 
•work can be done unless the matron 
hi entirely lu sympathy with them and 
shows a lively Interest in all of their 
plans. 
, 


As soon as the officers and members 


once learn to conduct the meetings 
they should be allowed to do so and to 
attend to all business pertaining to the 
Order without any interference from 
the matron, so long as it is properly 
done. 
Correct business methods and 


parliamentary rules should be taught 
from the outset 


That the meetings may not be- 


come monotonous pleasant seasonable 
amusements are planned. Last sum- 
mer our juveniles enjoyed a picnic 
and this winter a sleigh ride parti'. 
All necessary expenses were paid from 
the juvenile treasury. 


Nature study lessons are profitable 


to introduce into the lecturers' pro- 
gramme, and* the children enjoy them 
if their interest is aroused by having 
them collect specimens, dissect and ex- 
amine buds, fruits, roots, etc. Bulle- 
tins on this subject tan be obtained 
by applying to J. W. Spencer, CoUcge

Last year the boys each hacl a: garden 
and reported their successes and fail- 
ures from time to time in the meet- 
ings, while the girls tried their skill at 
raising sweet peas. This jear I plan 
to haAe the boys compete for a prize 
which I -nil! ghe to the one raising 
the largest pumpkin. I will furnish 
the seed that it may be uniform, and 
they will be Instructed in some simple 
methods 
that 
will increase 
their 


chances for success, such as liberally 
fertilizing the soil, allowing but one 
plant in each hill and removing all the 
sets except the one most promising. 
The girls will raise zinnias, as they 
are hardy and easily grown. 
This 


seed will also be furnished and a prize 
be given for the best bouquet cut from 
these flowers 


At one meeting each member was 


asked to write a verse about his or bet- 
right hand neighbor as they were seat- 
ed m the grange and bring it to the 
next meeting. Every child responded, 
and such originality and hmnor as all 
showed! 
At another time each girl 


brought some homemade candy and 
showed her ability in that line of the 
culinary ait. 


The little miss who holds our lectur- 


er's chair is one of our brightest mem- 
bers and will arrange a very nice pro- 
gramme entirely unaided. "My Favor- 
ite Pets" and "My Favorite Study" 
are subjects which she has had dis- 
cussed, while there are .always recita- 
tions, selections, music, question box, 
conundrums or quotations to vary the 
programme. The juveniles are often 
asked to contribute something to the 
programme of the subordinate grange 
and always willingly respond.

work is nil the while bringing the chil- 
dren into closer tonch with the elevat- 
ing influence of the giangc and pie- 
paring them for the duties of maturer

EDUCATIONAL INTERESTS. 


Some Recommendations to the Maine 


State Grange. 


Indicative of the interest which the 


grange takes on education everywhere 
may be cited the following from tbe 
report of the committee on education 
of the Maine state grange: 


"We Indorse tho suggestions that sub- 
ordinate granges so arrange their pro- 
grammes that they may discuss the fol- 
lowing: questions. 
First —The necessary physical sur- 


roundings for a school 
Second — The changes needed in our 
courses of studj, both In the common 
schools and In the high schools. 
Third—Why should bojs and girls take 
the high school and university courses? 
Fourth.—The financial value of educa- 


tion 
Fifth —The study of nature In the 
grange, the home and the school. 
Sixth.—What does tho grange owe the 


schools? 
Seventh.—Tho Ideal citizen. 
\Ve would also add to these the sug- 
gestion that each lecturer of a subordi- 
nate grange secure one or more copies 
of the Maine school laws and arrange to 
discuss one or more sections of them at 
each literary meeting. 


This is taking the question of the 


right education of our young .people 
into systematic and careful considera- 
tion, and the outcome of such discus- 
sion in the various granges of the state 
will be fraught with good.

IMPROVING TAX LAWS. 


Taxation is the subject of investiga- 


tion and discussion in many states, 
and in three reports have been made 
by special commissions which give an 
interesting indication of the present 
trend of expert opinion. 


New 
York's 
commission 
recom- 


mends the abolition, of the tax on per- 
sonal property and the imposition of 
a progressive tax on inheritances. The 
California commission is also opposed 
to taxing personal property, but as- 
serts that if it is to be taxed the rev- 
enue should go to the counties ex- 
clusively with the revenue from tho 
tax on realty. 
It is further 
recom- 


mended that all corporations, and 
franchise taxes be reserved 
to the 


state. 


The report of the 
Massachusetts 


commission proposes the. taxation of 
direct as well as collateral 
inherit- 


ances, of billboards and of stock 
transfers, the retention 
of all fran- 


chise exactions by the state, and a 
graded-tax on automobiles. It is as- 
serted that with these additional lev- 
ies, 
the Bay State could 
readily 


enough abolish the tax on realty as 
well as -on .personal property, excep 
for municipal purposes.
